U. p. A. S. I. and expressed the pleasure it would give Mr. M.ihoti and 
himself to answer questions on any sobj^t connected therewith. After a 
short conv^sation in which a few questions were asked and answered, Mr. 
Bracken proposed and Mr. Murray Aynsley seconded A hearty vote of 
thanks for all the trouble they had taken in representing the A«sociation in 
Bangalore.*' The Keport read as follows : — « 

Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen,— You have doubtless read the hews- 
paper reports of our doingfs at Bangalore, and whilst these were not 
altogether accurate, they enable you to follow, to a certain extent what we 
endeavoured to do on j«>ur behalf. 

The Annual Book of Proceedings, which will be published shortly, will 
give you more concisely what actually took place; which we will now proceed 
io outline, as far as it concerns our Coorg Association. 

7h( ArBihere-Mangalore Railway ~\n seconding the Resolution 
brought forward by tjie Mysore Delegates, we took advantage of the occasion 
to say That as far as wc were concerned, regarding a railway to Coorg, we 
knew our Cause was already in able and 8ymp«ithetic bands, and at that we 
“ were pre|«Ced to leave it," which remark was evidently appreciated by the 
•Hon’blc Sir Hugh Daly, who was present at the ineetin;. 

Lffbofir Commission, — Mr. Mahon was elected a Member of the Com* 
mittee, who drew up a Report, a copy of which has already been sent 1o 
every member of the Association, and whilst this ought have been fuller in 
del ail, evc^ endeavour was made towards forming a -nucleus on wliich to 
base the general utility of the scheme, in the shprt time available. On this 
point wc shall be glad to answer questions, to the best of our ability, us it is 
H somewhat difficult matter to explain in a few words. 

jYoii'Sefvice of IVormiifs— Under non-service of warrants we 
, hrpughl up Mr, Martin’s suggestion rc the non-cxtradiiion from Travancore. 
,U waa pointed out that this was a very tender point with the Madras Gov- 
ernment, which though actually having the right to enforce anything of this 
nature, yicre very reluctant to use that authority, artd bad refused to move 
further in the matter on several previous occasioos. If Mr. Martin would 
however write to the Honorary Secretary of the local Association of that part of 
Travancore, in which his Maistryis said to be, giving all particulars, we 
venlute to think be would reemve satiMaction, a« those delegates present 
expressed a wish to help wherever ^ey p(»|ibly conld,' ■ 
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Pat AcL—Tbe following wsdutton was carriwl unnnintooslv, «wl 
wbicb we trust has your approval * 

*‘That in ^-iew of the presence of Green Rug In the Coffee Estati!* ‘of 
SoQ^bem India, it appears essentiaVto this Meeting that Government shorild 
introdtw* some form of internal Pest Act. in order to strengthen the hands 
of the Scientific Staff who may be employed for stamjang out the pest and 
keeping lt ,.^t]der control. Rut Would suggest th.it before anv general 
Pest Act l^omes law, its provisions should be submitted to the Cuited 
Planfera’ Association for consideration and report," 

The above resolution was arrti'ed at aftd carried after much discussion, 
which was taken part in by Mr, Anstead. Scientific Officer to the Assocla. 
tion, Mr. Bainbrigge Fletcher, Imperial Kntomologist, Mr, Chidwick, Direc- 
tor of Agriculture to the Madras riovcnnncnt, and Dr, Coleman, Director of 
AgncuUure to the Government oj^ysore, who Mndly gave us the benefit of 
their experience and advice, jBjlitra I imj iluir speeches with numerous 
instances where such an Act benefit us, 

Fertilisers and Guarantees. — Wc seconded the following resolution 
brought up by the Anamalais, which we trust w*i!t ha^^ the atletUlou 'nf 
Coast Firms : — “ That this Association approach the suppliers fish manure 
pointing out that in view of the verv large p<’rcentage of insoluble matter ht 
some of the manure at present PUDplied by iln-m. ihev should be asked to 
guar.intee for the futufe that the insolnblo in ifii r shall not exceed fiw pet 
cent, and that the numbers of the United I'lanters’ Association be asked to 
give preference to those Firms who arc prepared to give inch guarantee, 
compatible, of course, with no appreciable incrc.asc in cost." 

International Rubber ‘Exhibition. —\i was .agreed that the fitMHttary 
should write and place the name of one of Messrs. Malhetoo and (‘o'a 
employees on the Committee as attending on behalf of Coorg. 

(Off .-“This resolution brought up last year, was not piislsed 
forward, at the lime, as our Scientific Staff were too nuicb occupied to 
undertake the hecessary analyses, so the same was rc^alhrmcd at this imtct- 
ing. Mr. Frattini gave a very interesting dem miss ration onoinorniu:' show, 
ing how jthe presence of foreign matter in coffi^c Ihptor was to be detrrtrd, 
In the instance of some tinj said to hold pure coffee, it was computed the 
mixture contained no less than 60 per cent, of starch. * 

Retention of the Scientific Officer and a itroposed .Vyeo/ogfiff.* The 
folfcwing reaohitions were passed on these subjects: "That the Ntigiri 
Re.solutton, dated' 16fb July, J913; regarding the Scicntilic Officer be 
adopted." , 

A, “That this Ass^ation strongly holds that the appointment of the 
Scientific Officer still be continued and that Mr. K. D. Anstead should con- 
tinue to act as Scientific Officer. VV^ere aflothcT Scientific Officer appointed, 
it would mean that it would take such Officer at least two years to pet Into 
touch with the needs of the various Disiriefs, It is understood that the 
gross value of the exports of planting products from the Madras Presidency 
amounts to ?42 lakhs, ^nd in consideration of these figures the Govrrntneut 
contributioaof Rs.5,500 towards the Scientific Department cannot be con- 
aidered

Import J>uiics. — The foflowinR Kesolation was passed aoauiouMisly : — 
“ That this Associatioi do approach the Government of India with a view 
to obtaining a remission of duty on ali ingredients used as insecticides and 
gemindes, such remission of duty only to be granted to approved firms 
ii^jporting these goods for bona-fide agricultural purposes.” 

Mr. Mahon in proposing the above resointion said that the Association 
should pass a Kesolution asking Government to exempt all machinery used 
for agricultural purpiwes and insecticides used for similar purpof^s fiom 
import duty. As regards insecticides he said that he got out a large quan- 
tity from Home to be used for planting purposes in Coorg. They had given 
fairly successful results, and were likely (o give better in the future, if given 
an extended and more thorough trial. He thought it a pity that these ex- 
pt*rtinents should be hampered by a heavy import duty. This was seconded 
by Mr. Hunt, of Mysore, who spoke to the same effect. 

New >^arkeU.—lt wai resolved that ^j^ecretary write and ask the 
Australian Board of Agriculture for gcnerajlwmation re the possibility of 
securing a Market for the sale of coffee in iSk country. 

Export Duty on Doncs.^Thc. following is the text of the Committee's 
Report adopted ; Your Coininiitee after considering the question of the 
ICxport of Bones and Indigenous Fertilisers, is of opinion that this Associa- 
tion should request the Hoard of Agriculture in India not to lose .sight of the 
ituportance of cheap manures to all classes of agriculturists, and suggests 
for ils consideration the imposition of an export tax on indigenous fertilisers, 
as we are of opinion that such a tax, even if il fail to retfuoe the local price, 
will provide funds which could bo devoted to the encouragement of both the 
manufacture of superphosphate and the oil crushing industry. We should 
like to see a resolution passed at this meeting which will give effect to our 
Huggeslions " 

Mr, Mahon proposed and Mr. Hunt seconded that the Report be 
adopted. 

Planters nenevolent Fund — You will have had the 5iecretary'.s report 
on this, but we also brought it to the notice of the Meeting that the Fund 
w.as not being supported by some Associations in the manner anticipated in 
the original idea. The Kanan t^evans explained th.at they already h.ad oiie 
of their own, so that they did not support the Ucited Planters' Association 
Fund as liberally as they otherwise would do. Although nothing much 
more was said, still we think good will accrue from our having brought the 
matter up. 

Hybridisation 0 / CojJ^.’C. ^Mr. Austead informed us th.at the Expert- 
mental Plot on the Nilgiris was coming on <piite satisfactorily and that 
nothing more fould be said about it at present. 

In conclusion we would impress on our MenAers generally that they 
would g.iin a lot by attending these meetings in Bangalore more than they 
do at present. Not only would •they meet brother planters from other 
Districts, but it would also bean opportunity to discuss and exchange 
opinions on all matters affecting the Planting industry of Southern India. 

3. Labour Commission —The Honorary Secretary called the atten- 
tion of the meeting to the report of the U. P. A. S. l.« Labour Committee 
and to the proposed Labour Commission and pointed ont it would be neces- 
sary to decide whether or not the Association would support^he scheme for 
A Labour Commission. There ensued a long and somewhat desultory dis- 
cussion during which Mr. C. E. Murrav-Aynslcy pointed out in forcible 
language how the old Coffee Estates which bad their Labour well establish- 
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ed would be paying to obtain labourfor tlif* ne* openings of the big proilucc 
i^utpanies of S. India; Mr. G. K. M.irtiu gave from his own experience .a 
concrete case in which a Labour Commissioner would have bt^n of gmt 
assistance to him and Mr. H. M. Mann spoke in hvour of the schemi^ 
tending to prevent inter-district compctilion. and the Honorary Secc«Kf 
referred Memtwrs to the speech of Mr. Scoble Nicholson, of the Ccjdon 
Labour Commission, at the Bangalore Conference as showing how the twt> 
Commissions might combine for the common good. 

A member haying asked the Delegates to Bangalore if it was intended 
that the Commission should recruit coolies, the answt?r was in the nrgaiivi*. 
Sonic members thought that the scheme was at present too vagtie tor theiii* 
to give a definite decision. The maioritv of itu‘ meirdu-rs were of the opinion' 
that Coffee was being asked to pay more ihan its fair share cnnsuleritig the 
fewer coolies per acre retiuired in comparison with Te.i. or Rubber. I'in.ally 
the Chairman having called t|^ meeting to order, Mr. Macrae in a« able 
speech moved 

“ That this Association recognises that something mote Ih.in we have 
at present is wanted for the proiiction of l.ilwur in Southem 
India; that it thinks this proposed Labour Commiiision if projvriy 
worked will go a long way tovvards thi... and that it is. thvrt lW, prepart'd 
to support it, and, with this in view mcmbcis will send in a juemo. of 
their subscribing acreages on as early a d itc -is possible, and ih.o Mruibcrs 
who are not ill a position to state definiuly if they t-iu siippjui ih,- Mlirme. 
should consult their proprietors.” This wis secoudi d by Mr. M-ihou and 
there being no aincndinent proposed the Chairman put it lu the \uic, wlieu 
it was carried by a narrow majority. 

In continuation of the above Mr. Macrae said it musl he imderslood 
that the foregoing proposition be for a pmiod ot 5 years at total of 
per acre, Ks.2 the first and He, I for succeeding years.

Sir, —One very definite delu^on add a little resentment s«fn to have 
arisen about the handling of this matter at tb« recent U. P. A. S. 1. Meeting. 
Will yon allow me space to deal with them ? 

The Anamafai Delegates in their Report published in the O»ro»irle of 
18th instant state (evideDtIy with dia^vovat) that it was decided that 
Enrasiau gentlemen may be allowed at Ce discretion of the Committee to 
subscribe to the Fund« I know that there are others who beUeve that 
this change was made. 

Rightly or . wrongly, Rule IX a & b of the S. I. P. B. Fund is quite 
definite on Ibls^^atter and it was not altered. None but Europeans can 
join the Fund. This rule cannot be altered without a special resolutkoK 
and the memo, published in the Chronicle of September 6th sho^, that no 
such resolution was passed. You have been good enough to get ml a proof 
of the discussion which will appear in the Ikwk of Proceedings and it is 
({uite clear that no such resolution was even proposed. Mr. Nicolls men- 
turned that he considered it a hardship that a certatu member of his 
Association should be excluded. But he went no further. 

Then Mr. Lovett said that a Eurasian Proprietor, a Member of his 
Association had &ul>scrib0d for two years. Mr, Like pointed out that the 
subscriptions had been accepted under the old rule which admitted Prop- 
rietors of Estates " wUbout dislinctioti of nationality. You confirmed this, 
.^sked for my opinion as Chairman, if subscriptions taken under the old rule 
ought to be returned, 1 said I thought not, but that the present rule must be 
strictly adhered to in future. That was the end of the discussion on the S. 
L P. B. Fund and shows that no alteration of the existing rule was made, 
and that neither the Ftmifice Committee nor anyone else ha.s power to accept 
subscribers who do not fulfil the conditions laid down in Rule IX. 

• 

The other matter that has attracted some adverse criticism is the 
decision to publish the names of beneficiaries for the information of 
subscribcrs*in the Annual Report. I am strongly in favour of this being 
done, and was backed up by Mr. Richardson, Mr. Barber and Mr. Duncan. 
The feeling of the Meeting was ^with us. To comparA smalt things with 
grral, .it a time when Cabinet Ministers are openly accused of playing fast 
Md loose with. the Party Funds, and the Chief Whip is received with in- 
sitUiiig remarks about his " Co-Trustec,’* bumble individuals like the Finance 
Comdiittee cannot afford to run ,any risks.

A Committoe ww 
appointed to go into tb« mattof (Page 2 of the Uboitr CommUtee SUpoit 
(nra» ZK The meeting ^en appointed a Committee to go ftttly into the 
qoestioa of the estabHs^ent of a Labour Commission, and to forward 
working details and report o« the whole iiuestioo. 

1 admit that working det^ls i*|ght possibly have been enlarged npon by 
the Committee, but the time they had, within which to draw up their 
report, and to make a rough estimate of expenditure, so as to arrive at what 
might be the total amount required to run the Commission on, was limited. 
Their report f think conclusively proved the main point, u., the advisability 
of starting a Labour Commissioa, and the beneftta to be obtained fipm it, 

dttail-^ie a matter which must finally be settled when the 
Eatraor(ii||iry General Meeting meeta at Bangalore. Experience and the 
Chief C^missioner can only eventually settle them satisfactorily. We 
fortunately have the experience of the Ceylon Labour Commitalon as a 
guide, We are not starting our Cornmtssion as they had to do, with Do star 
to guide them, 1 have taken my line from theirs, and I hope what I have 
wffiiten will satisfy the North Mysore Planlcn* Association for the time 
being. The Ceylon Commissioner has only to turn the stream to one outlet 
when his responsibility ceases; the Commissioner of the South India Labour 
Commission will have several.

Scope. 

The South InAia Ptanters* /labour Comtuission has been establish- 
ed in order to facilitate in every way the recruiting of agricultural labourers 
for South Indian estates. 

The Commission andertakes no direct recruiting, but the scope of the 
Commission consists in the following : ^ 

1. Registering coolies at the various agencies and forwardm^rthem on 
to Estates. 

2. Passing them through the dep^s, feeding and protecting them from 
molestation in every form as far as possible. 

3. Rejectian of medically un6t and undesirables. 

4. Supervision of maistries or kanganics sent to recruit, and furnishing 
reports to the estates from which they come. 

5. Helping maistries or kanganies in drawing up contracts and if 
necessary getting same readily attested. 

6. Furnishing information to the Coast Agency Committpe and the 
estates concerned as to labour conditions ruling in districts and prospects of 
recruiting in the various districts irom month to month based on camping 
reports furnished by thex^troIKng staff. 

7. Adverthung South India throughout the recruiting districts of Shuth 
India, overlooking criticism of all recruiting carried out in South India with 
the object of maintaining its good name. 

Defaulting Department. 

1. Helping maistries or kai^anies in tracing defaulting coofles vrifh a 
view to inducing them to rctim to the estates or in the reerwery of 
advances. 

2. Helping planters in tracing defaulting maistries or kanganies and 
inducing them to fulkl their contracts or in the recovery. erf advances.

Although in Paris tea drinking has become popular to a certain extent 
in fashionable circles, and tl^e imports of tea into France are increasing, 
there is plenty of room for further work m exploiting the leaf in various 
parts of the country. lu some departments Ceylon tea has acquired a 
fairly firm bold, thanks to the efforts of some British traders ; but the 
average French consumer has not yet troubled to discriminate between 
British grown tea and the Chinese product, although more familiar with the 
latter. Annam tea, which is not a fascinating beverage to palates accu||ptii- 
ed to other teas, fiipls a fairly ready market in France, but there is a fine 
opportunity for further enterprise in instructing the French people as to the 
rnbrits of lodfkn and Ceylon teas.^TAe Ceylon Observer*
